FILED UNDER 37 CFR 1.53(e) 

SIR: 

This petition is in response to the Notice to File Missing Parts concerning omitted 
items of Incomplete Nonprovisional Application of May 3, 2004 (a copy of which is 
attached as Exhibit A). 

It is indicated in the Notice to File Missing Parts that Figure(s) 5b, 6a-6c, 7a-7c, 8a- 
8c and 9 were described in the specification but omitted from the application. The 
following numbered paragraphs set forth the facts pertaining to this petition. 

1 . Applicants' attorney filed together two patent applications on December 30, 
2003. Both applications named Per Hammarlund as one of the inventors for 
the application. 

2. The present application, U.S. Application Serial No. 10/749,271, was filed 

with the correct specification. The application was filed with an incorrect 
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set of drawings. Five (5) sheets of formal drawings were filed with the '271 
application. These items were included in an Express Mail envelope (EV 
351 180945) and filed at a U.S. Post Office on December 30, 2003. A copy 
of the PTO-stamped postcard, application transmittal form, specification, 
and five sheets of drawings are attached as Exhibit B. 

3. A second application, U.S. Application Serial No. 10/749,272, was filed 
with the correct specification. The application was filed with an incorrect 
set of drawings. Seven (7) sheets of formal drawings were filed with the 
'272 application. These drawing figures include Figures 5b, 6a-6c, 7a-7c, 
8a-8c, and 9. These items were included in an Express Mail envelope (EV 
351 180931) and filed at the same U.S. Post Office on the same date, 
December 30, 2003 with what is now the '271 application. A copy of the 
PTO-stamped postcard, application transmittal form, specification, and 
seven sheets of drawings are attached as Exhibit C. 

4. The drawing figures for the '271 application and the '272 application are 
related. Figs. 1, 2, and 3 are practically identical for each of these 
applications. 

5. Inadvertently, when the applications were filed, the drawings described by 
the specification for the '271 application were filed in the envelope with the 
'272 application, instead. The drawings for these two applications were 
switched, and thus, the drawings described by the specification for the '272 
application were filed with the '271 application. 

6. Though filed in different Express Mail envelopes, the drawings for the '271 
application were effectively filed with the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office 
on December 30, 2003 with the '272 application. 

Based on the above facts, Applicants' respectfully petition the Commissioner to 
replace the five sheets of drawings in U.S. Application Serial No. 10/749,271 with the 
seven sheets of drawings filed in U.S. Application Serial No. 10/749,272. The correct 
drawings for the '271 application were filed in a separate envelope with the envelope 
containing the specification of the '272 application on December 30, 2003. In response to 



the Notice to File Missing Parts, Applicants will provide a Declaration under 37 C.F.R. §§ 
1.63 and 1.64 for the '271 application including its appropriate drawings. 



The Office is authorized to charge the $130.00 petition fee under 37 C.F.R. §
